Buffalo Service Wainwright 
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‘The recently announced War 
Medal 1939-45, which has been in- 
stituted to commemorate the vie- 
torious conclusion of hostilities is 
being adopted for issue to members 
of the Canadian Armed Forces, the 
‘Merchant Navy and a few classes of 
civilians, it was announced today 


It will be upon the ribbon of this 
Medal that the bronze oak leaf em- 
blem denoting the Mention in Des- 
patches or the King’s Commendation 
will be worn by those to whom 
either of these awards was granted. 

Orders are being promulgated by 
the three Services setting forth the 
regulations in connection with ‘this 
Medal, and including also changes 
in the qualifying period of the Cam- 
paign Stara and the Defence Medal. 

While the ribbon for the new War 
Medal is not yet available for issue, 
it is expected that supplies will be 
ready for distribution shortly, The 
ribbon is in red, white and blue, 
There is 1 narrow central red stripe 
with a narrow white stripe on either 
side, There are broad red stripes a. 
either edge, the two intervening 
stripes being in blue. The actual 
Medal, however, has not yet been 
struck and will not be available for 
some time. : 

The War Medal will be granted to 
full time personnel of the Forces, 
and of the Merchant Navy where- 
ever their service during the war 
has been rendered, A twenty-eight 
day period of service, (3 Sept. 39 - 2 
Sept. 45 inclusive) is required, In 
the Merchant Navy it will be a re- 
quirement that the twenty-eight 
days should have been served at sea. 
The classes of civilians eligible are 
accredited Canadian War -Corres- 
pondents, members of the Canadian 
Red Cross, St, John’s Ambulance 
Society, V. A. D. and the Corps of 
Canadian Fire Fighters, provided 
they served overseas as full-time 
uniformed workers and their qual- 
ifying services comply with the rer 
gulations, Briefly the changes in the 
time qualifications of the Campaign 
Stars and the Defence Medal are as 
follows: , 

(a) Service at Sea: (i) For the 
France/Germany Star, it will not 
be a requirement that the 1939-45 
Star be first earned, 

(u) During the last six months in 
the Pacific Area, up to and including 
2 Sept, 45, the Pacific or Burma 
Stars may be earned without the 
prior qualification of six months (or 
the award of the 1939-45. Star). 

(iii) Atlantic Star—While twelve 
months at sea is still required to 
qualify for the award of this Star, 
any six of the twelve months served 
in the Atlantic will be held to qualify. 

(b) Service on Land: (i) For the 
Pacific, burma, Italy and France/ 
Germany Stars, the qualification is 
entry into the appropriate theatre of 
operations on the strength of a unit 
in that theatre. 

(c) Service in the Air. (i) For the 
Pacific, Burma, Italy and France/ 
Germany Stars, the qualifications is 
one operational sortie over the ap- 
propriate theatre of operations while 
on the strength of a unit operating 
over the prescribed areas. 

(ii) For the Atlantic and Aircrew 
Europe Stars four months opera- 
tional service is still required but 
any two of the four months in the 
appropriate area will 
qualify. 

1939-45 Star—The six months qual- 
ifying period is unchanged, although 
there have been added territories in 
the Pacific operational area. 

Defence Medal—(i) This medal 
will now be awarded to personnel 
who have had a total of twelve 
months service in a non-operational 
area outside Canada, ie. Newfound- 
land, West Indies, U.S.A., etc, 

(u) Personnel who have served 
overseas in a non-operational area, 
subject to air attack or closely 
threatened, will now be awarded this 
medal for six months of such service, 

Officials of the three services re- 
quested that the point be stressed to
